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REPORT OF PRESIDENT OF STATE BOARD 
OF HEALTH. 


To His Excellency John M. Stone, Governor of Mississippi: 


In compliance with law I tender you this report of the 
operations of the of the State Board of Health since its 
organization in 1892 under the authority of the annotated 
code of that year. 

During that time the State has been free from epidemic 
disease of a malignant character except in such instances as 
will hereinafter be mentioned. 

Owing to the prevalence of an epidemic of yellow fever in 
Brunswick, Georgia, during the summer of 1893 it became 
necessary in the interest of the public health and commer- 
cial prosperity of the State to establish quarantine and in- 
spection stations on all railroads entering the State through 
Alabama. Such action on the part of the board materially 
alayed the public apprehension that was beginning seriously 
to militate against the commercial prosperity of the country. 

During the year 1895 a case of smallpox was discovered 


“in Lauderdale county just outside of the limits of the City 


of Meridian in a thickly settled hamlet of a dozen or more 
houses. This case was far advanced when discovercd and 
was at once isolated, and also all the inhabitants of the 
hamlet that had been exposed to infection, among whom the 
disease was afterwards manifested. Cases also appeared in 
the City of Meridian, but probably were infected from 
another source. All the cases outside of the city were 
among the white inhabitants, while all the cases in the city 
were among the negroes. Isolated cases were also discov- 
ered at Marion station and at —— station. Reports 
of the inspector will give detailed information concerning 
this epidemic. The disease was stamped out whereverit ap- 
peared as rapidly as could have been expected, and no 
spread of the.disease occurred from any infected locality. 
Isolation of patients and of persons who had been in con- 
tact with them, with general vaccination and perfect disin- 
tection of premises, proved efficient in this epidemic as they 
always will under similar circumstances.

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A smaller epidemic occurred in Tunica and DeSoto coun- 
ties which readily yielded to similar measures. The oceupa- 
tion of the quarantine station at the Ship Island station has 
been necessarily abandoned since thé Marine Hospital ser- 
vice has dispossed us of the -buildings there for their own 
use since the destruction-of the disinfection station at the 
Chandeleur Island by the severe storm of October, 1893. 

Ship Island belongs to the United States Government and 
there 18 no ground to be obtained for the erection of the 
necessary quarters for quarantine officials of the State. 

Since the'Staie Board of Health was recostructed in 1892 
there have in, accordance with the provisions of law been 
examined for license tp practice medicine in the State of 
Mississippi 247 applicants, of whom 164 were granted license 
and 83 rejected. The medical knowledge of the applicants, 
as is evidenced by 83 per cent. rejections, indicates the value 
of the law as a protection to the people from incompetent 
and uneducated pretenders. . 

In conclasion I would suggest that without detriment to 
the public service and without impairment of its efficiency 
the number of the members composing the State Board of 
Health might be materially decreased. There is absolutely 
no necessity for a Board composed of more than seven (7). 
members, one to represent each Congressional District in- 
stead of twelve (12) as is now the case. Such a decrease of 
the number of members of the Board of Health would be in 
the line of economy and reduced expenditures of the finances. 
of the State as is imperatively demanded by the impover- 
ished condition of the treasury. The Board of Health, with 
its power of appointment and removal of county officials, is 
a branch of the executive department of the State and the 
members should be appointed by the Governor of his own 
volition since he is at the head of the executive department 
of the government, and should be responsible to the people 
for the efficiency of his appointees. . 

For details concerning the actions of the board ånd its ex- 
penditures you are referred to the report of the Secretary 
accompanying this report.

A communication was read from Dr. C. Montgomery, 
health officer of Calhoun county, and the secretary was di- 
rected to inform him that it is his duty to inspect the poor 
house of his county. 

On motion of Dr. Kittrell Dr. B. A. Vaughan was ap-. 
pointed a delegate from this Board to the International Con- 
gress of Public Health, which will meet in Chicago this 
month. 

The resignation of Dr. Frank Ferrell, health officer of 
Benton county, was presented and action upon it was de- 
ferred. 
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On motion å committee was. appointed to confer with the 
Attorney-General as to whether a board of supervisors has 
the autbority to virtually abolish the office of county health 
officer by fixing the per diem at so small a sum that the ser- 
vice of å competent physician cannot be obtained. Com- 
mittee: Drs. Greene and Wright. 

A communication was read from Dr. B. A. Vaughan, 
health officer of Lowndes eounty, in regard to compensation 
for enforcing the order of the Board issued in August in re- 
gard to yellow fever at Pensacola, Fla., and Brunswick, Ga. 
On motion the Secretary was directed to write Dr. Vaughan 
that he was expected to discharge the duties in his capacity - 
as health officer of his county and that the Board has no : 
authority to compensate him. 

A communication was read from the board of supervisors 
of Kemper county asking to be granted exemption from a 
health officer. On motion the Board declined to grant the 
exemption.

from a reputable college before auch license shall be issued,

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The President explained the necessity of the meeting on 
the coast, that the board might become better acquainted with 
the constitution of quarantine stations, the destrnetive storm 
that swept the Gulf in October, 1893, having been especially 
damaging to Chandeleur, Ship and Round Islands. The 
board proceeded to Pascagoula, and after inspecting the 
bay and harbor, took a boat for Round Island. This Island 
guards the port of Pascagoula, and is about twenty miles 
east of Ship Island, six miles north of Island, and 
four miles off the coast from Pascagoula, which is the 
largest and most important port of entry in the State, and 
since the United States Marine Hospital Service has taken 
charge of Ship Island, it offers the most available location 
for a quarantine station. ME ` 

Here we found. every facility for protecting this port 
from the entrance of contagious diseases. The island is 
about one mile in length, and from one-half to three.quar- 
ters of a mile wide. On its south-eastern side is the Gov- 
ernment light house, from which for many. miles the Sound 
can be scanned and approaching vessels recognized. About 
the center of the island is located the quarantine station, 
consisting of two rooms 14x16 feet, of plain undressed lum- 
ber, but substantial and comfortable, oceupied by the quar- 
antine physician as offices. About thirty or forty feet from 
this is the hospital, à well-built, cheap house of one large 
room 25x50 feet, with & six foot covered gallery on each 
side. This is used asa hospital or place of detention for 
persons suspected of having any contagious disease, and 
when not so-needed, as a storage room for supplies. There 
are on hand at this time one-half dozen cots, one-half dozen 
iron bedsteads, twenty-five fumigating pots, seven barrels 
each of sulphate iron and sulphur, and å small quantity of 
lime. 

About twenty feet from this building is another, consisting 
of two small rooms, 10 by 12 feet, with gallery in front, 
- used as a kitchen and dining-room. These are supplied 
with & cooking stove, kitchen utensils, dishes, dining table, 
chairs, etc. Two cisterns furnish an ample supply of fresh 
water. The buildings are all in good repair, and inclosed 
by a good fenoe. F Ju 

From this point the Board went out to the anchorage and 
inspected several vessels lying there. After discussing the 
needs of the quarantine service it was decided that Round 
Island is the best available place for a State quarantine Sta- 
tion, and that the station should be,furnished a steam or 
naptha launch, to be used by the quarantine physician in 
visiting the vessels, which are generally anchored from 
four to ten miles distant from the Island. 
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Upon returning from Scranton the Board visited Biloxi. 
The disinfecting plant used by the government at Ship 
Island. consists of a vessel supplied with all necessary ap- 
paratus for super-heating or fumigating all ‘articles to be 
disinfected, and a steam tug on which is built a furnace for 
burning sulphur, with which all apartments of vessels that 
can be elosed are fumigated, the fumes being forced through 
hose by fans. There are also portable hand pumps for 
washing all: parts of vessels with solution of mercuric 
chloride. . 

The members of the Board were impressed with the idea 
that all necessary precautions had been taken along our sea- 
board to prevent the introduction of yellow fever or other 
epidemic diseases into the State during the coming summer.

spent in visiting the town of Pascagoula and Round Island : 


quarantine station, engaged in investigating the facts in the 
case of the difference of opiaion existing between the Jack- 
son County Board of Health and the Marine Hospital Ser- 
vice of the United States, in regard to the necessity of. forc- 
ing vessels bound to Pascagoula harbor from foreign ports 
neither infected with epidemic disease or suspected ot infec- 
tion, to go into port-at Ship Island or the Tortugas for in- 
spection by the officials of the United States Marine Service. 

This order being enforced against all foreign vessels from 
all parts, subjected the major part of the shipping bound to 


Pascagoula io unnecessary delay and unnecessary expense: 


in that in addition to pilot fees averaging $150 per vessel 
necessary to be paid on entering the port of Pascagoula, the 
same fees had to be duplicated at the Ship Island pass, and 
the vessel once in Ship Island harbor frequently was com- 
pelled to await a favorable wind, perhaps for several days, 
or to hire & tug to carry them to the port of original des- 


tination, In consequence of these drawbacks and hinder-. 


anoes it was becoming difficult to charter vessels to enter 
Pascagoula barbor to load with lumber for foreign ports. 
The lumber interests centering in Pascagoula harbor are 
vast in extent, in fact the most extensive on the Mississippi 
coast, and are in competition with the lumber interests of 
Pensacola, Pearl river and many other points along the 
Gulf eoast, and the difference alone of $150 per vessel in 
the cost of the transportation of a ship load of lumber makes 
quite a hole in the profits of the marine voyage. The 
Marine Hospital Service of the United States has for years 
been straining every nerve to take into their own hands 
everything in the United States in'the quarantine and in- 
spection line, and to root out and abolish all State and 
county inspections along the line of the sea-coast. 


But the past history of the efficiency of that bureau is not 
such as to justify local or State authorities in relating their 


observation of them as well as ships from infected parts. My - 


inquiries into the state of affairs at Pascagoula included in- 
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terviews with the Jackson County Board of Health, the 
quarantine officer, ship captains and exporters of lumber, and 
my conclusion was thatthe obnoxious orders were onerous 
to shippers and shipping interests. In consequence thereof, 
I at once entered into correspondence on the subject with 
Dr. Wyman, Supervising Surgeon of the Marine Hospital 
Servise department, and on the sixth day of July by order 
of the Secretary of the Treasury the obnoxious orders were 
revoked. 

There is no means by which our quarantine and inspec- 
tion service can be abolished or superseded except by State 
legislation, but it is in the power ofthe Marine Hospital 
Service officials to so handicap vessels by forcing unneces- 
sary detention and the payment of extra onerous pilot fees 
and port charges, a8 to materially injure the shipping inter- 
ests of any port whose harbor is not under the sole control 
of its officials and employees. It may be asked: Why 
not abandon State and county quarantine and inspection 
stations, and turn the whole matter over to the Marine Hos- 
‘pital Service officials’ Simply for the reason that he who 


~ attends to his own affairs attends to it the best, and further- 


more, a system of quarantine that allowed the yellow fever 
to slip through its service into Biloxiin -and into Bruns- 
wick, Ga., in 1898, cannot safely be entrusted with these 
matters, but State inspections should be zealously enforced 
to guard against any ignorance, carelessness or neglect in 
the performance of the official duties of the subordinates of 
the Marine Hospital Service of the United States entrusted 
with excluding contagious or infectious epidemic diseases 
into the United States and State of Mississippi. I append 
to this report the correspondence with Surgeon-General 
Wyman in regard to the matter herein before referred to. .

Drar Sir: I have to acknowledge the receipt of your 
letter of June 11th regarding the quarantine at Pascagoula. : 
The action taken by this Bureau was after consultation 
with the Collector of Customs ot that District, who urgently 
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recommended it, and after a personal inspection of the 
Pascagoula quarantine by myself. It was found that vessels 
which under the quarantine regulations coming from infected 
ports are required to be thoroughly disinfected with sulphur. 
and the dunnage to be disinfécted by steam, and the vessels 
then held under observation five days, were being, at the 
time of my visit, permitted to enter the port of Pascagoula 
without having undergone these quarantine observances. 
The matter had been previously referred to officially by the ' 
medical officer in command of Ship Island, and I have 
since learned had been the subject of unfavorable comment, 
even in Scranton. ' I am convinced after inquiry that the 
present regulation requiring pratique from Tortugas or Ship 
Island does not impose great hardship upon the commerce 
of the port, and that the present plan is the only safe one. 
It is operative until November 1.

Dear Sim— The following is the report of small pox 
from May 5 to August 15, 1895, in Lauderdale county. and 
Meridian, Miss. A case of small pox was reported to me in 
'R. K. Gough’s family (white); I, acting as county inspector, 
immediately isolated the family and all who had been ex- 
posed and put them under guard, and on 15th the entire 
Gough family was taken—9 eases small pox and 3 of vari- 
oliod—there were two deaths in this family. May 16,- two 
cases small pox in Z. T. Atkins’ family—just across the street 
from Gough’s having been exposed to first case. On 24th 
another case at Atkins’—all got well. On 20th May, one case 
reported at Marion, Miss., A. J. Spencer (white), railroad 
employe ; being in box-car had him removed to city pest- 
house with negro cook who nursed him — he died June 19; 


nurse had small pox and got well. May 22, Midin Page ' 


(white) small pox, Toomsuba, Miss., 14 miles east of Meridian, 
got-well, This case was isolated in room to himself, nurse 
employed; no other case in this family. 


May 22, Mr. Williams, two miles east,of Meridian, took 
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small pox; got well; mother, grandmother and three children 
had it; mother died June 4, others recovered. 

May 28, Alex Hopkins (colored), varioloid, got well. 

June 5, D»n Davis (white), small pox, got well; mother 
and sister had varioloid June 10 ——recovered. . 

On May 25 I was appointed State Inspector by Dr. W. F. 
Hyer, President State Board of Health, small pox having 
become epidemic, l : 

On or about July 5, Midin Page, Toomsuba, small pox case, 
was disinfected and discharged ; and on July 10, 11 and 12, 
the families of Gough, Atkins, Davis and. Williams, wer 
disinfected and discharged. 

On July 12 two suspicious cases just outside city limits, in 
western portion, and three cases im northern portion, were 
put under guard and isolated; also all persons that had 
been exposed, until during the course of the disease, it was 
demonstrated that they were all caused by spurious vaccina- 
tion. 

On July 23, Dr. Hyer, in behalf State Board of Health, 
took charge of the city quarantine, and put me in charge as 
State Inspector. I immediately separated the infected per- 
sons from those who were not infected, and disinfected the - 
camps and disinfected and sent home all who had passed or 
as they passed the period of incubation, the last of whom 
were sent home yesterday. August 15, the camp was thor- 
oughly fumigated and disinfected.

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REPORT OF DR. E. L. IRBY. 


HEALTH OFFICER or TUNICA County MISSISSIPPI, ON THE 
SMALLPOX PREVAILING IN SAID County DURING THE 
Montus or Jury AND Avaust, 1895. 


On July 2, 1895. a hegro man, who bad been at stk in 
DeGarris Levee Camp in DeSoto county, Miss., previous to 
coming to this coufity was taken sick at a levee camp near 
Clacks Station, Y.& M V. R. R., in Tunica county. His 
disease rapidly manifested symptoms of smallpox, and I as 
health officer of the county being notified, at once went to 
the camp, and after a careful examination of the patient 
found him to be suffering from smallpox. Tat once quaran- 
tined the levee camp by employing the necessary men to 
guard it, both night and day, vaccinated all members of the 
camp and had the smallpox patient moved to a pest camp 
established for the purpose. The negro first taken recov- 
ered. Following his attack four other members of the camp 
successively were taken, one of whom died. The disease 
was severe in three of the cases, but in vag other two was of 
mild form. 

The disease was stamped out, and the pest camp, with its 
bedding, furniture, etc., was burned on August 19, since 
which time there has been no further manifestations of the 
disease in this courity. 

During the prevalence of the disease I found it necessary 
to employ seven guards for quarantine service, asit was 
found that the negroes of the levee camp manifested a dis- 
position to travel around in the neighborhood, particularly 
after night. 

I employed one nurse, who had previously had the disease 
and who was to some extent skilled in nursing it. 

The guards having been employed by me under powers 
conferred by a special meeting of the Board of Supervisors 
of Tunica county. All costs incident to their employment. 
were paid by the county. "Thé ftal cost of these I am un- 
able to give, not having data at hand from which to make 
the estimate.

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REPORT OF QUARANTINE PHYSICIAN. : 


ROUND ISLAND STATION.

To the State Board of Health, Jackson, Miss.: 


I submit the following as my report of the operation and 
enforcement of quarantine at the Port of.Pascagoula for the 
seasons of 1894 and 1895: ' 

In each year quarantine was commenced on the, first of 
May and discontinued on the tenth and second of the follow- 
ing Novembers, respectively. During the season of 1894 
there arrived at the port eighty-six vessels, of all sizes and 
classes. Of these, forty came from within the prescribed 
yellow fever zone, and were subjected to quarantine and 
diginfection as suspected vessels; none of them were known, 
however, to have had yellow fever on board for years. 

Shortly after the enforcement of quarantine was begun, 
last May, the Surgeon-General of the Marine Hospital Ser- 
vice issued an order, under the authority of the Secretary of 
the Treasury, requiring all vessels from foreign ports des- 
tined for the Port of Pascagoula, to first report to the Gult 
Quarantine Station at Ship Island to undergo quarantine re- 
strictions as requisite, before entry at the custom house at 
this port would be allowed. This requirement necessarily 
imposed å hardsbip on vessels bound for this port in the way 
of extra pilotage, towage and loss of time, besides militating 
againt the commercial interest of the port, as vessel owners 
will not bring or send their ships here when they can send 
them to neighboring ports, at the same freights, with less 
expense. 

If there is, or has been, a cause for this diserimination 
against the Port of Pascagoula on account of the inefficiency 
of quarantine here, it is not demonstrable or susceptible of 
proof. A history of the two stations will easily and quickly 
show which has been the most successful in forcing quaran- 
tine. 

Much more might be said about this unnecessary and un- 
warranted action of the Treasury Department, wholly insti- 
gated, as it is believed, by the local representative of the M. 
H.S. Service, in collusion with the Customs Collector of the 
District, but forbearance is sometimes a virtue. 

The number of vessels arrived at the port during the sea- - 
son of 1895 was eighty. And as the ordinary inspection fee 
is Only five dollars the receipts of quarantine fees were in- 
adequate to defray the running éxpenses of the.station. 

The storm of 1898 destroyed the wharves at the station 
and wrecked the boats belonging to it. This loss, however, 
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was restored at thë expanse of the local Board of Health, 80 
that if not quite as convenient it was equally efficient. 
The first day the station was occupied this- season ‘the 
kitchen and dining room took fire from a defective-flue and 
were totally destroyed. ' -> 
The naptha launch, furnished the station by the Board, 
serves å most excellent purpose and supplies a long felt 
want. It is almost an indispensible requisite, and undoubt-
